Types Of Low Blood Pressure 
By HERMAN N. BUNDEMEN. M.D. 
NOWADAYS, when there is so 
much Interest in off-balance blood 
pressure, it woulld be a good thing 
if more people could realise that 
blood-pressure, whether 
high 
o t 
low, is not a constant affair. 
All kinds of things affect it even 
in the normal person and it varies 
from age to age. race to race, and 
even from season: to season. 
It is not possible to set an exact 
figure, and say 
blood 
pressures, 
either seasonably above or below it, 
are out of kilter. Instead of being 
one figure, normal rates fall in a 
certain range. 
However, blood pressure is usual­ 
ly considered to be lew when it falls 
below 100. This type of reaction can 
be expected when there are disturb­ 
ances in tile heart and blood ves­ 
sels but it often occurs when these 
are both noraMJ 


and are disabling or weakening, 
such as tuberculosis of the lung, 
or cancer, are often associated with 
low blood pressure. 
It also develops in starvation and 
in severe toss of weight from other 
causes. 
Low of Fluids 
It may also occur when there is 
lose of large amounts of flulcls from 
the body, as in severe diarrhea. 
Lack of certain glandular secre­ 
tions, such as those from the thy­ 
roid 
or 
the 
pituitary gland, 
as 
well as from the adrenal glands 
located over the kidneys, may 
be 
accompanied byy a drop in the blood 
pressure. 
Heart disease is not often a cause 
of low pressure, but it may de­ 
velop in coronary 
thrombosis or 
blocking of the circulation to the 
heart muscle. 
Primary 
tow 
blood pressure 
is 


no cause for great concern. Some­ 
times the low blood pressure is just 
a part of a person's natural physi 
cal and mental makeup. 
Another type of low blood pres­ 
sure is called orthastatic hypoten­ 
sion. 
In this condition, the Wood 
pressure is normal when the patient 
lies 
down, 
but 
drops 
when 
he 
abruptly stands up. 
This may be accompanied by a 
short period of dizziness and, in 
some cases, even by fainting. 
The symptoms disappear when the 


person tUes down again. Exercises 
may help to correct the condition 
In most cases. 
In occasional instances, good re­ 
sults can be obtained if the patient 
sleeps with the head raised about! 
16 inches. It is also helpful to give 
a diet rich in salt. 
Low blood pressure is not, as a i 
general rule, a cause for any great 
\ 
concern unless It is accompanied b y: 
distressing symptoms. But a doctor! 
should always be consulted to find 
the cause. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
M. W.: Is there anything that can 
be done about enlarged veins? The 
vems from my elbow down to my 
hands have been getting so big. 
Answer; Enlarged veins in a loca­ 
tion such as the arms usually should 
not be treated by injection as are 
enlarged veins in the legs. Perhaps 
massage would be of some 
slight 
benefit. 
As tong as the circulation to these 
veins is normal, there is no cause 
for concern.

PHOENIX. 
Ariz. — A shrine 
is 
planned here to mark the grave of 
Paul Valadon, "father of modern 
magic,” and one of 
the 
greatest 
vaudeville performers of his day. 
Valadon's exit 
from the 
show 
world at the peak of his career 35 
years ago was a mystery as puz­ 
zling as his theatrical stunts. 
A 
few days ago, his unmarked grave 
was discovered here bv the Magi­ 
cians Guild of the United States in 
a storybook climax. 
According 
to 
Julian 
J. 
Pros- 
kauer, New York, past president of 
the guild, “Valadon was the Hou- 
dinl of his day—a great sleight-of- 
hand man.” 
His grave was located by a study 
of yellowed vital statistics. 
The story of his tragic end then 
was supplied by his son, Paul Val­ 
adon, now a Phoenix city employe. 
Young Valadon said his father 
was a headliner on the 
Orpheum 
circuit for many years 
after 
he 
came to this country from England. 
Thurston and Keller, also great ma-‘ 
glcians of their day, were his part­ 
ners at one time. 
But his greatest 
fame came from the spectacular Il­ 


lusions he invented and staged with 
the help of eight assistants. 
• The famed illusionist’s wife died 
in 1906. 
Not long afterward 
he 
slipped away from the glare of the 
fo^Ui ghts. 
Miserably ill with tuberculosis, he 
came to Phoenix with his son but 
was unable to shake off the dis­ 
ease.

on the lakes more often than not 
it’s "boat" when informal.

Pays Out Dividends 


ROCHESTER. N. Y .-T h e Roch­ 
ester Sc Genesee Valley roadroad L 
the only line hi the nation entirely 
debt free. But, then the railroad 
isn’t running either. 
However, for a railroad 
which 
doesn’t run, the R. & G. V. doesn’t 
do ba dly for its stockholders. 
It 
pa ys them a total annual divident 
of four per cent on $555,200. 
And 
that dividend is guaranteed every 
ye a r until 2051. 
It happened this way: 
In 1851 
the railroad was organized by a 
group of Rochesterians to run from 


Rochester to Avon. It had a capi­ 
tal structure of $555,200 and a 200- 
year franchise. 
In 1871, the Erie railroad wanted» 
to buy the R. & G. V. The stock- - 
holders refused to to sell, but tncy 
offered to lease the line to the Erie 
in return for a guaranteed annual 
return of six per cent of the capb-» 
talization. 
The Erie agreed and a lease was 
signed running until 
S S I. 
Since 
then the Erie has had all the re­ 
sponsibility, and the R, & G. V. 
stockholders have just collected di­ 
vidends. 
Once, however, in the early 1940s, 
the stockholders agreed to make a 
concession to the Erie. 
They 
al­ 
lowed the interest rate to be low­ 
ered to four per cent.

Philippine School 
Pioneers Dying Out 


MANILA — Disease, murder and 
old age have killed all but a hand­ 
ful of the 600 Americans who vol­ 
unteered to build the first, p ublic 
school house in the Phillip p ines. 
They were young men and wo­ 
men. most of them in their twen- 
tiet. when they answered a U. b. 
Army ap p eal for teachers soon after 
the Sp &nish-American war. 
They 
sailed for Manila in the summer of 
1901 aboard the transp ort Thomas, 
and they called 
themselves 
tne 
Thomasites. 
Carrying p acks of textbooks and 
carp enter's tools, they fanned out 
into the fields and Jungles of the 
Phillip p ine archip elago. They built 
classrooms 
out 
of bamboo and 
thatch. Then they began the slow 
and sometimes dangerous—Job of 
recruiting p up ils. 
Twenty-seven died the first year. 
Nineteen were killed by disease, six 
by knives and elute of savages, and 
two by accident. 
Only 60 of the Thomasites still 
emalned in the Phillip p ines when 
Pearl Harbor was bombed. 
All 60 
were interned in Jap anese concen­ 
tration camp s where many of them 
died. Most of those who survived 
were broken in health, 
p enniless 
nd edging 70.

Tests Mid experiments to date 
with Northrop's "wings’’ have 
tab liahed the principle of their de­ 
sign as a permanent Important con 
trlb utlon to aviation. It has b een 
proved that drag in a "wing" la re­ 
duced from 25 to 45 per cent. For 
eq ual power and fuel the flying 
wing gives approximately 60-miles 
per-hour more speed and 25 per 
cent greater range. 
In addition. It Is cheaper to make 
easier to b uild, takes up much less 
space in storage or parked and is 
easier to service. 
A final advantage claimed for the 
flying wing is that is

much harder to spot on an enemy 
radar screen than would a plane of 
conventional design.
